SAN FRANCISCO, Cal,- (/P) —A 


steady increasing margin of votes pil- 
ed! up for Speaker John N. Garner in 
California Wednesday as his backers 
claime da vicitory in the triangular 
Democratic battle for the presidential 
primary. 


Taking the lead from Roosevelt by 


his strength in the populace of Los 
Angeles county the Texan upset the 
general predictions favoring the New 
York governor . 


With some seven thousand out of 


some ten thousand precincts reported, 
Garner's total was 147,000 again 124,- 
000 for Rosevelt and 109,000 for Al 
Smith. 


40,000 Margin Expected 


John B. Elliott, Southern Califor- 


nia manager for the Garner move- 
ment asserted that the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives had carried 
the state by a margin of 40,000 votes 
over Roosevelt arid 
50,000 over Al 


Smith. 


The uncontested Republican dele- 


gation pledged to President Hoover 
received 7,362 votes in 141 complete 
precincts, and 75,671 in 947 incom- 
plete precincts, 900 of which were in 
Los Angeles county. 


These return 
e out predictions 


that the Texar, ...uld run strong in 
the heavily populated districts of Los 
Angeles county, where he was aided 
by the active support of William G. 
MaAdooj ^ttfrncr .. secretary of; .the 
Treasury, 'and by the strong opposi- 
tion to the state oil control referen- 
dum, which was losing and which 
was opposed by McAdoo. 


It had been expected that Smith 


would poll his strongest vote in the 
two large cities of the state, and that 
Roosevelt would lead out-state. The 
complete returns, from scattered pre- 
cincts in 33 of the state's 58 counties, 
placed Roosevelt in the lend but was 
closely pressed by Smith.

Supply of Blanks 


No field men of the State Revenue 


Department will be available to lour 
the state this year to assist citizens in 
making out their Arkansas income tax 
returns, but a supply of tax blanks 
has been left with 
every banking 


house in this section, 
R. Bearden, 


head of the Camdon district office of 
the revenue department, said Wed- 
nesday. 


Hope banks are supplied with the 


tax forms, and citizens are asked to 
obtain them there, Mr. Bearden said. 


The deadline for payment of the 


state income tax without penally is 
May 15. 


Mr. Bearden called attention to the 


fact that in filling out his state in- 
come 'return, the taxpayer may follow 
the federal "£ax blank in all matters 
except persoal exemption. 


The federal Wank allows personal 


exemption of $3,500 for a married per- 
son, while the state allows but $2,500. 
The exemption for a single person is 
the same under both federal and state 
regulation, $1,500. 


Mr. Bearden was also careful to 


point out that the state requires a 
return to be filed where the taxpayer 
has earned exactly the amount of his 
exemption, that is $3,500 or $1,500, 
even though no tax is due. Where 
income just equals the exemption, the 
return is filled out and filed with the 
state department, without any pay- 
ment, however. Persons earning less 
than the exemption amounts, do not 
file at all.

Atlanta Federal prison 
Wednesday 


through a lane of peering eyes. 


The big Chicago gangster's down- 


fall is marked bj» his start Wednes- 
day night of an eleven year sentence 
for an income tax evasion and he be- 
came a public spectacle as his train 
rolled into the southland. 


Crowds gathered at every station 


and even in towns where there were 
no stops people were out to see the 
train bearing him to a long exile from 
his gangland empire. 


Capdne appeared resigned to his 


fate, saying I might as well make 
the best of it. 


He bought a big breakfast for thje 


prisoner to whom he was shackled 
during the night in an upper berth 
and for the guards and himself, sent 
out for a box of cigars and passed 
them around. 


During the morning he played cards 


and talked constantly of sports, poli- 
tics, business and children. 


He said he was through with "pol- 


itics and other rackets" for life. 


His train is due in Atlanta, Ga., at 


6:50 Wednesday night, 


Resigned to Fate 


CHICAGO.-(/P)-Closely flanked by 


half a dozen federal agents, Al Ca- 
pone was taken from his county jail 
cell late Tuesday night, and started 
on his way to the federal penitentiary 
at Atlanta, Ga. 
""">'> 


"I am glad to get started," were the 


gang leader's only words as he board- 
ed the train. 


As on all his public appearances, 


Capone was impeccably attired. 
His 


dark blue overcoat reflected the tail- 
or's iron, and a wide-brimmed hat 
framed his broad face. 


In contrast to a sullen, savage mood 


just before being taken from hi? jail 
cell, the massive dethroned gang lead- 
er appeared cheerful as he began his 
journey to 11 years of confinement. 


On the train with Capone was Unit- 


ed States Marshal H. C. W. Lauben- 
heimer, Deputy Marshals Thompson, 
Nordstek, Glasser, O'Neill and Clark, 
and two railroad1 detectives. The parly 
had reserved six lower berths and a 
separate bedroom. 


Capone was permitted to take only 


510 with him, and a limited supply of 
his $30 shirts and $10 neckties. 


The government, with its three-year 


objective of putting Capone behind 
prison bars in sight, decided to re- 
move the burly gangster as far as pos- 
sible from the center of his operations 
and to split up still more the power- 
ful gang it has crushed with income 
lax prosecutions. 


The change was made only a few 


hours before Capone was to have beeri 
started for Leavcnworth, Knn. Ralph 
Capone, Al's older brother, is in the 
McNeil's Island prison on the West 
coast while Jack Guzik, Sam Guzik, 
Terry Druggan and Frankie Lake are 
serving terms in Leavcnworth.

Euirrel laws seeing to establish sep- 
arate seasons for some counties. 


Those who fish with artificial bait 


must procure a license, which costs 
$1.10. Nonresidents must pay $5 i'or 
an annual license, or $1.10 for a 15- 
day license. 


The daily bag limit for game fish is 


15 bass and 15 crappie. The bag limit 
for squirrel hunters is 8 per day. 


Game fish may 
not be gigged or 


speared during March, April, May and 
June, and no fish can be "hogged" 
cr grabbled with the hands of any 
type of grabs or grab-hooks during 
March, April, May, June, July and 
August. 


Minnow seins not exceeding four 


feet in depth and 15 feet in length 
may be lawfully used any time for 
taking minngws, but any fish caught 
in seines or nets must be immediately 
returned to the waters.

Cowardice in Politics 


' COWARDICE, as Rodney Butcher pointed out in a dispatch 
- *V/ from Washington the other day, hag become one of the 
, moat common characteristics in American public life. 


v ' Our political leaders, he remarked, possess an extraord- 


V*ifia*y amount of caution. They fear nothing1 so much as a 
*; treat live issue. When they fight they take good care to get 
* .M*M the big guns on their side. They reserve their heaviest 


• insignificant opponents who cannot fight back ef- 


' The commonest explanation for this sad state of affairs 
is that it is inevitable in a democracy. Office holders depend 
6ri votes for their jobs. If they make enemies they lose votes. 
"T6e pressure to straddle, to compromise, to placate powerful 
'minorities and minority leaders, is almost overwhelming. 


•v 
Oddly enough, though, a casual glance at American pol- 


itical history will show that this sort of thing isn't in the 


' least necessary. Th-? politicians are revealing, not the f unda- 
ntefltal fault of democracy, but their own weakness . 


What has happened is that the politicans have made the 


mistake of underestimating the common sejise and good 
, judgment of the electorate. 


The greatest figures in American political history are 


the men who dared to make enemies—the men who were 
•willing to follow their own conceptions of right and trust to 
the electorate for an accurate understanding of them. 


Jackson, Lincoln. Cleveland Roosevelt. Wilson—they 


were, one and all, fighters, <>nemy-makers. They knew pol- 
jtfcs, of course: they could compromise when they had to; 
bttt they could also adopt an unpopular line of attack and 
stick to it no matter how great the risks to their own personal 
fortunes. And it is worth remembering that the electorate 
stood by them time and again. 


The cowardice of our politicians, in other words, isn't 


an inevitable part of dpmocracy. Let a really bold and de- 
termined political leader appear today and the response he 
•would get might be astonishing. 


The Way We Do Things 


O 


N May 14 there is going to be a big parade in New York 


City. It is to be a "beer parade," a vast demonstration 


by people who want the making and selling of beer made 
legal again, and New York's municipal government is mak- 
ing great plans to help put it over. 


Now this is perfectly proper, of course, since the right 


of citizens to demonstrate against a law that they don't like 
is inalienable; but suppose, just for the fun of it, that this 
great parade were going to be put on, not by people who are 
thirsty, but by people who are hungry ? 
, 


What would happen then ? 
You could make a pretty fair-sized parade out of it. if 


you enrolled every man in New York who wants something 
to eat. But would your parade be permitted to move? Try 
to imagine the sensation that would arise, the thrills of fear 
that would circulate up and. down various patriotic backs, if 
50,000 people should try to parade down Broadway carrying 
placcards saying, "We want bread!" 


Unless the New York police handled it differently than 


they have handled every other demonstration by the jobless, j 
such a parade would not get one block before the cops charg- 
ed in with clubs swinging'. A lot of heads would get busted 
and next day we would hear all about a dreadful riot. 


Aa it is, thought, there won't be a bit of trouble. The 


May 14 parade is to be held by the thirsty, not by the hungry. 
The marchers are going to demand beer, which is illegal, in- 
atead of bread, which isn't. Consequently 
nobody will be 


alarmed, no policeman will have to use his club and no march- 
er will be lugged home on a shutter. 


This isn't to say that this beer parade shouldn't be held. 


That isn't the point. It's just that—well, doesn't the situation 
seem just a trifle paradoxical? Or, to put it in plainer 
English, isn't there something a wee bit cockeyed about the 
way we do things?
